AN AMERICAN WARSHIP SENT TO 
BANGKOK. 


VICE-CONSUL IN TROUBLE. 


Mistreated by the Siamese Soldiers and 
Minister Barrett Wants a 
Little Backing. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 16.—At the in- 
etance of the State Departrrent the Secre- 
tary of the Navy has ordered the gunboat 
Machias to Bangkok, the capital of Siam, 
and she has sailed already from Canion, 
China, for that place. She will stop on the 
way at Hong Kong only long enough to 
take on a supply of coal. 

The mission of the ship, according to the 
records of the Navy Department, is “To 
protect American interests,’’ but the more 
definite reason for the trip is to afford Mr. 
Barrett, the United States Minister and Con- 
eul General et Bangkok moral support in 
certain representations he has made to the 
Siamese government in respect to the treat- 
ment of Mr. Edward V. Kellett, the Vice- 
Consul General there. Mr. Kellett became 
involved in trouble of some sort with the 
Siamese officials and, although the State 
Department affords no information on the 
subject, it is gathered he has been ill treated 
and subjected to assault by Siamese solders, 

It is believed that the affair grows out of 
the old Cheek claim, which has been the 
subject of correspondence between the State 
Department and the Siamese Government 
for several years. Cheek was an American 
who left a large estate, including plantations 
and elephants, in Siam, but the Siamese 
officials objected to the heirs taking posses- 
sion and the property has been in litigation. 
The Siamese officials learned some time ago 
that some of the elephants on the property 
were being sold off, and as Mr. Kellett was 
connected with the movement he suffered 
from their resentment. While Vice-Consul 
General at Bangkok Mr. Kellett is not a 
salaried official and is believed to be engaged 
in private business, which perhaps has in- 
volved him in his present trouble. 

It is not believed that any conflict will 
@rise over this affair, but it is deemed best 
to have a warship at Bangkok according 
to the suggestion of Minister Barrett to 
afford him moral support, and remind the 
Siamese that there is such a country as the 
United States, inasmuch as they have not 
geen our flag on a man of war for the last 
Give years. The distance from Canton to 
Bangkok is about 1,500 miles, and as the 
Machias must stop at Hong Kong for a day 
or two she probably will take a week for 
the trip.

THOUSANDS ARE DYING. 


Frightful Ravages of Disease and 
Famine in India. 

BOMBAY, Jan. 16.—Plague and famine are 
stalking arm in arm through densely popu- 
lated portions of the British Empire, thou- 
sands are dead or dying, and the outlook 
becomes blacker and more terrible every 
day. Millions of helpless men, women and 
chlidren are starving, and the famine- 
gtricken districts, having e population of 
nearly 40,000,000 people, will have to depend 
upon the hand of charity for food enough 
to keep body and soul together until April 
or later. Other districts with a population 
numbering 50,000,000 are already feeling the 
pangs of bitter privation from food and this 
must be endured well on into spring before 
permanent relief will be afforded by na- 
ture. Funds for the relief of the sufferers 
are being raised on all sides, but a very 
large amount of money will be needed to 
provide food even for those unfortunate 
people who live on almost nothing (in 
comparison with Europeans and others) 
from one end of the year to the other. 

This calamity, awful as 1° is in ite inten- 
sity, is possibly not much greater than the 
ravages of the dreadful plague here threat- 
ening to spread, through the fright of the 
natives of this city, into other parts of In- 
dia, and if it reaches the greatly weakened 
famine sufferers, the mortality may be enor. 
mous. 

The natives have been reduced by lack of 
food to little less than living skeletons, in 
the most reavily s®*ricken districts, dnd as 
such they cannot but fall victims by the 
thousands to the black plague which threat- 


ens to invade Europe through the Mecca 
piigrims and other sources for *he spread of 
contagion which are too numerous to men- 
tion, principal of which, however, are the 
exports of rags, linen and other merchan- 
dise likely to contain the poisonous germa. 

The mortality here has quadrupled, with- 
out counting the deaths which have oc- 
curred among the hundreds of thousands 
of people who have fied in terror from Bom- 
bay, in many cases abandoning their al) in 
the hurried flight from the pestilence. Up 
to recently, Bombay, with its population of 
about 866,000, enjoyed the reputation of be- 
ing one of the healthiest cities In India, 
its sanitary works being equal to those of 
the European capitals.

germs will find fruitful soil in the emaciated 
natives. 

The Indian government appears hardly to 
have foreseen such a gigantic undertaking 
as that of relieving the necessities of over 
80,000,000 of people, and its ready acqui- 
escerce to the proposition to appeal to pri- 
vate charity indicates that it now recognizes 
the insufficiency of its arrangements. 


The sympathy of Great Britain is now 
thoroughly aroused and relief funds have 
been started in all the chief towns. 

The Mansion House fund is approaching 
£90,000 ($460,000), and it is hoped that the total 
of the fund will reach at leas® £700,000 ($3,- 
600,000), which was the amount subscribed 
for the relief of the sufferers of the last 
famine. 

The newspapers, however, urge that some 
more drastic measure be adopted, and one 
of the weekly papers suggests that Parlia- 
ment vote a big grant or lend India £10,000, - 
000. A representative of the Associated Press 
called on the Lord Mayor, Mr. George Fau- 
del Phillips, after the meeting at the Man- 
sion House to-day. At that meeting a reso- 
lution moved by the Duke of Connaught, 
recognizing it to be a public duty to assist 
in the work of extending the relief measures, 
and a motion of Henry Hobhouse, M. P., 
which invited the county officials and clergy 
to co-operate in the relief work, were 
adopted. The Lord Mayor said he was hope- 
ful that Americans would cooperate, and he 
wrote the following statement, which he 
the Associated Press to publish in 
the United States: 

“The Lord Mayor of London will receive 
with profound gratitudé any donations from 
the people of America for the India famine 
funds. He asks the royal family to con- 
tribute to the fund.

STORY OF THE WORLD’S GREAT. 
EST MODERN ELOPEMENT. 


HER LIFE IN  BUDA-PESTH. 


She Is Sick and Has Had Several Quar.

It is a squalid enough story of reckless 
sin and degradation, but it has extraor- 
dinary features, which make it a human 


document of general interest, and possibly 


of particular value of warn.ng to young 
g.rls of America, whose own vanity and am- 
bitions, coupled with the inc.temem ola 
foolish and title-worshiping mother, force 
them into loveless marriages. Herewith is 
the complete story. 

In many respects it deserves to be called 
historical, especially to us. ‘The miserable 
lesson is plain enough. It is for that reason 
as worth telling as any other of the like 
episodes of all history. It is, after all, tho 
story of Helen of Dido, of Messalina, of 
Elizabeth according to Froude, of Catherine 
of Russia, possibly of Marie Antoinette, cer- 
tainly of a famous or infamous ancestress 
of this same Prince de Chimay It is any 
one of the stories merely modernized.

SUGGESTION 


TO BE MADE BY THE MISSOURI 
JUNKETING COMMITTEE. 


WILL MAKE A_ SENSATION. 


General Progress of the Legislature 
and the Status of Fellow 
Servant Bills. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 16.—The 
Thirty-ninth General Assembly of Missouri 
is making a good record in the matter of 
dispatching work. Especially is this true 
of the House, although the Senate has 
shown no disposition to waste time. The 
work of the House is now several days 
ahead of the record made by any other As- 
sembly for severa] years past, and the in- 
dications are that the enactment of laws will 
begin in earnest within a very short time, 

One of the most interesting topics of dis- 
cussion here to-day is the forthcoming re- 
port of the Legislative Junketing Committee. 
This committee, which consists of Senator 
McClintic, Representative Lee and Repre- 
sentative Johnson, recently made a tour o 
the State for the purpose of inspecting elee- 
mosynary and educational institutions, hav- 
ing been appointed for that duty by Gov. 
Stone shortly after the late election. There 
is a wel! founded rumor in circulation here 
to-day that the report of this committee 
will in many respects be somewhat of a 
surprise. It is believed that severai recom- 
mendations will be made that will give the 
legislators something to think about for sev- 
eral weeks to come. 

One thing expected {s a recommendation 
that the Industrial. School for Girls at Chil- 
licothe should be abolished on the ground 
that there is really no demand for such in- 
stitution, inasmuch as it is not in the line 
of reform to have hardened and depraved 
girls there along with those of better sta- 
tion, who are sometimes sent up simply for 
what their parents deem incorrigibility. 

Another rumored recommendation is that 
all of the State normal schools be abolished 
on the theory that the appropriations for 
their maintenance could better and more ju- 
diciously be expended in support of the Uni- 
versity at Columbia. 

Another is that the School of Mines at 
Rolla be abolished on the grounds that the 
institution has but a comparatively light at- 
tendance and that it is an expensive lux- 
ury to the State when compared with the 
benefits derived. 

Another its a recommendation for the es- 
tablishment of another asylum for the in- 
esane, the same to be located somewhere in 
Southeast Missouri. The argument in favor 
of this is that the threé asylums now in 
existence at St. Joseph, Nevada and Fulton 
are crowded to such an extent as to de- 
mand relief. Nothing has yet been said 
as to the towns that will be proposed as a 
site for the new asylum. 

The members of the visiting or junketing 
committee, as it is called, are reticent as to 
what recommendadgions their repurt wil 
contain, and the foregoing lacks verifica- 
tion. However, the information comes 
from a source that is strictly reliable and 
there ds but little, if any, doubt about it. 
How the report, if it is along the line indi- 
cated herein, will be received by the legis- 
lators remains to be seen. The report will 
be submitted within a very short time. . 

It is generally known that Representative 
Lee of Carter County, whv is a member of 
the junketing committee, is preparing the 
asylum bill fer introduction in the House, 
This tends to verify the rumor thaf the 
committee report will contain a recommen- 
dation for the establishment of another 
asylum. It ig understood that the Fulton 
and Nevada asylums will each ask for an 
appropriation of $85,000, While St, Joseph 
will request $150,000. 


A departure tn the way of legislation fn 
Missouri is being made in the introduction of 
bills asking for the creation of non-salaried 
commissions to examine horse shoers as 
to their competency before they be allowed 
to pursue their vocation. There is also a 
bill relating to dentists, having the same 
object in view. And now in addition to this 
comes the story, well founded, too, that 
there will be a bill introduced asking that 
barbers be required to stand an examination 
as to their skill before they .can receive 
license to engage in business. The horse 
shoer and dental bills are already in, and 
the barber bill is expected to come. The 
creation of such commissions will entail no 
cost on the State inasmuch as the com- 
missioners are expected to serve free of 
charge, and the general opinion is that good 
results to a suffering public might come if 
such requirements were in effect. 


One of the most intelligent and wide-awake 

members of the House on the anti-lobby 
side has made a poll of the’ House, and 
according to his figures there w.ll no diffi- 
culty whatever in passing the fellow-servant 
bill and other legislation along that line, 
so far as the House is concerned, with the 
yossible exception of the Dyer anti-lobby 

ill, which may be rendered worthless by a 
committee substitute, as indicatedvin the 
Post-Dispatch a few days ago. The bill is 
still pending with the committee to which 
it was referred. The Dyer anti-lobby bill 
is in substance the same as the Georgia law, 
which has stood the test for fourteen years, 

This bill provides for severe penalties, 
and will bring about a new era in Missouri 
legislation if it should become a law. There 
is yet hope that the committee will not kill 
it, and if it leaves that committee without 
being loaded down with objectionable

WASHINGTON, D. ¢., Jan. 16.—All ar- 
rangements for the inhugural cerenronies 
at Washington on March 4 are now under 
full headway. Nothing that money can se- 
cure will be left undone to make it the 
most brilliant event’ of its kind that éver 
occurred in this country. 

Washington will shine resplendently with 
an array of decorations such as was never 
witnessed at a presidential inauguration be- 
fore. Every building at the Capital, it is 
expected, will don a garb of red, white and 
blue, and every window will reflect the 
cheery faces of men, women and chil- 


Hundreds of thousands of people will as- 


the greatest parades of the century will 
form in line and march Wrough Washing- 
fon and martial music will resound from 
every wall, 

The Inaugural Committee ts rapidly shap- 
ing the preparations for the beginning of 
the McKinley regime. The pageant to the 
Capitol and back again promises to be the 
most magnificent that has ever marched on

excel anything of the sort attempted at 
the last three itnaugurations. One of the 
features of the etreet decorations wil] be 
the erection. of arches over the cross 
streets leading to the avenue.

His mother, wife, 
brother and nieces will accompany him. 
On account of the age of his mother Mr. 
McKinley has made a special request that 
the train bearing the Presidential party to 
Washington will run on a slow schedule. 

Maj. McKinley’s escort will leave about 
four hours ahead of the Presidential train 
in order that the former may arrive in 
Washington in time to get off the dust of 
travel and make a presentable appearance 
when they escort the President-elect from 
the depot to the Ebbitt House, where his 
quarters have been engaged. 

Chairman Hanna will leave Cleveland for 
Washington three days before Mr. McKinley 
and will be on hand to ride with him to 
the latter’s hotel. 

The infantry escort, the Eitghth Regi- 
ment, will leave Canton four hours phead 
of McKinley on a special train, while the 
Cleveland troop will do the same at Cleve- 
land, both arriving at Washington about 
the same time. 

A brilliant military display will be made 
and the Governors of many States, with 
their staffs, will head delegations to the 
ceremonies,

ceremonies. Secretary Lamont recently sent 
an order requiring the cadets’ presence in 
Washington on March 4, but it is now said 
that he may rescind that order.

The in- 
structors at the academy are averse to any 
such interruption in their work and discip- 
line as the trip would entail. Besides they 
believe that the visit would have a demorel- 
izing effect on the health and habits of the 
cadets. The cadets of the Naval Academy 
at Annapolis have not yet been ordered to 
the tnauguration and it is understood that 
Secretary Herbert is not inclined to Issue 
an order to summon them to Washington.

Seal Protection. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Fisheries to-day Iistened to an 
argument by Prof. Elliott in advocacy of 
the bill providing for a new international 
agreement for the protection of the _ fur- 
bearing seals. Prof. Elliott exhibited a 
large number of colored charts showing the 
habits of seals. He contended that from 
an economic and humane point of view it 
would be far better for the United States 
to kill all the remaining seals outright than 
to permit the slaughter to continue under 
the present regulations. 


Medal for Bravery. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 16.—A medal 
of honor has been awarded to Samuel J. 
Churchill of Lawrence, Kan., late Corporal 
Battery G., Second Lllinois Light Artillery, 
for most distinguished gallantry in action 
at the battle of Nashville, Tenn., Dec. li, 
1864. This non-commissioned officer com- 
munded one gun detachment, and when the 
enemy’s batteries opened fire upon his gun, 
compelling the men of his detachment for a 
short time to seek shelter, stood manfully 
at his post and for some minutes worked 
his gun alone. 


Railroad Ticket Regulation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Representative 
Sherman of New York to-day introduced a 
bill to regulate sales of railroad tickets in 
the form of an amendment to the Interstate 
Commerce act. The bill proposes to com- 
pel common carriers to provide all agents 
authorize i to sell tickets with certtficates 
of their authority, which must be conspic- 
uously displayed in their offices. It makes 
it calawfal for other parties to sell or trans- 
fer tickets or passes under heavy penalties 
and fixes penalties; also a fine and impris- 
onment for counterfeiting tickets, and pro- 
vides that all unused parts of tickets must 
be redeemed by the companies by which 
they are used.

HYPNOTISM PLAYED OUT. 


The retiring Governor of Kansas did 
gn act of too long delayed justice in par- 
@oning Anderson Gray, under sentence 
of death for incitement to murder. Gray 
was indicted as an accessory before the 
ect and convicted, while the confessed 
murderer, who pleaded the undue influ- 
ence of Gray as the moving motive to the 
commission of the crime, was acquitted. 

When these verdicts were rendered it 
was said that a charge of hypnotism ex- 
erted by Gray had been raised in the 
trial, and that the court had taken judi- 
cial cognizance of it. The case attracted 
world-wide attention. It was shown at 
the time, however, or soon after the ac- 
qguittal and conviction, that hypnotism 
Was not an element in the trial of the 
Case. The records of the trial court did 
mot disclose anything more than the old 
line of criminal procedure in cases involv- 
ing principals and accessories. 

The instructions of the trial Judge were 
Gefinite on the point that the principal 
having been acquitted the accessory could 
mot be convicted. Gray was convicted, 
mot because of, but in eapite of, the in- 
structions of the court, He was quarrel- 
some, immoral, a prime hand at a horse 
trade, and, accordingly, unpopular in a 
Kansas community, He fell a victim to 
his own sins and his own devices, 

He should have been released long ago. 
The carrying out of his sentence, under 
all the circumstances of the case, would 
have been not only a defeat of all the 
ends of justice, but if it could have stood 
@s a precedent it might have introduced 
@n element into criminal practice that 
would have served as an excellent gubsti- 
Rute for the almost obsolete insanity 
@odge.

past. The link of memory is wholly 
wanting. 

This link of memory is demanded by 
reason as the connecting factor between 
one life and another, To be remedial, or 
even retaliatory, a punishment must fol- 
low while the offender remembers the of- 
fense, Otherwise the sufferer refers his 
suffering to accident or natural causes 


in his evil ways. 

The belief in Karma leads inevitably 
to fatalism, and is not adapted to West- 
ern minds. 

THE ROAD TO RUIN. 

The Civic Club, speaking in behalf of 
the Civic Federation, does wisely to re- 
pudiate with emphasis the report that the 
Civic Federation will ally itself with the 
Boltocrats In the coming municipal cam- 
paign, by indorsing a candidate fot Mayor 
whom the Boltocrats would seleet and 
place in the field. 

This much is certain: If the Civic 
Federation allies itself in any manner, 
direct or indirect, with the Boltocrats as 
an organizatiom, not one of the clubs 
which it has formed in the city will escape 
disruption, and the Federation itself will 
collapse amid contumely. 

The Civic Federation has nothing to 
gain and much to lose by such an alliance. 
For their candidate for Governor the 
Boltocrats mustered just 342 votes in St, 
Louis. But they brought not even this 
much strength to any candidate who with 
or without them stood a chance of elec- 
tion. How damaging their support is was 
shown by the relative vote which was cast 
for Gov. Stephens, whom they bitterly 
denounced and opposed, and Judge Brace, 
whom they indorsed against his wish and 
in spite of his protest. Judge Brace ran 
about 10,000 votes behind Gov. Stephens, 
and for this there is no possible explana- 
tion except that the Boltocrats aroused 
the suspicion of Democrats by cumbering 
him with their support. 

This would be the result in St. Louts. 
Acandidate for Mayor nominated by the 
Boltocrats would be so crushingly de- 
feated that it would be hardly worth 
while te count the votes cast for him. 
The Civic Federation could not save the 
Boltocrats from this result. It would sim- 
ply be dragged down by them to the 
same fate. And when the campaign was 
ended, the Civic Federatiom would be 
ended also. It would be go discredited 
that there would be in it no promise of 
future usefulness. 


FAIRCHILD ON SAVINGS BANKS. 


At the recent annual meeting of the 
American Economic Association, ex-Sec- 
retary Fairchild called attention to the 
hardship and disturbance to business 
caused by the failure of savings banks. 
He stated that the deposits in savings 
banks in the United States exceeded the 
deppsits in national, State or private 
banks. He pointed out that savings 
banks as a rule have no capital or stock- 
holders. Their assets consist of the de- 
posits and what they can earn from loan- 
ing out such deposits. These deposits 
are looked upon by depositors not as an 
investment, but as something they shculd 
be able to withdraw at will. -As soon as 
depositors become alarmed and begin to 
withdraw, loans have to be called in, thus 
creating business disturbance and some- 
times making the savings banks a men- 
ace to business interests. 

Secretary Fairchild suggested nothing 
in the way of improvement on this state 
of things, and no one at the meeting of 
supposed “‘Economists” had anything tc 
offer. If these men had been at all in 
sympathy with the demands of the work- 
ingmen and the masses, they would have 
known and gtated that the remedy for 
irresponsible private savings banks, 
without capital or real stability, is a 
Postal Savings Bank, with the national 
Government at its back, in which the 
people would place full confidence, and 
which has proved highly satisfactory in 
Frarice, in Great Britain and in other 
countries. ' 
The Post-Dispatch is not opposed to 
savings banks. They have been helpful 
to millions of people and are still render- 
ine service. But the time has come for 
something better and more stable. The 
people should have the Postal Savings 
system because they are entitled to the 
best. ’ 


AN UP-TO-DATE PRINCESS. 


The little army of reporters who are 
bothering the life out of the Princess of 
Chimay are rank Philistines, They are 
away behind the times, in spite of their 
conceit that they represent the vanguard 
of progress, They have been too busy 
running around after scandals to keep up 
with the advance of the new woman, 
Don’t they know that the Princess of 
Chimay is the most up-to-date woman of 
the times? She is giving the world an 
object lesson in the ideals put forward 
by Grant Allen, Maurus Jokal, the author 
of “The Yellow Aster,” and other ‘“ad- 
vanced” novels. She is merely doing 
what poets of passion and novelists of 
sentiment have preached—following love 
instead of law. They have insisted that 
when a woman gets ready and Is satisfied 
that love points the way, it is her indls- 
putable right to follow, no matter where 
the path may lead. 

In announcing her intention to run off 
with somebody else when she tires cf her 
fiddler lover, the Princess of Chimay mere- 
ly shows that she is entirely consistent. 
That also is a fulfillment of the ideals of 
the newest novelists and poets. This 
princess is not the kind of princess £0 
lovingly described by Ruskin, but Ruskin 
is @ back number any way, and the re- 
porters could not find anything sensa- 
tional in a Ruskinian princess. 

But whatever sort of a princess the 
Princess of Chimay may be, it is time 
for the reporters to leave her alone. It !s 
no business of theirs what she does or 
says. They are treading on dangerous 
ground, The ultimate destiny of the up- 
to-date princess is not a subject for pub- 
lic dissection.

CHILD LABOR InN ILLINOIS. 


The Illinois law for the regulation of 
child labor has been im force less than 
four years. In that time it has demon- 
strated its usefulness to the State, and 
such supplementary legislation as is 
needed to make it more effective will 
doubtless be enacted during the coming 
session. 

The official report of Mrs. Florence Kel- 
ley, the State Factory Inspector, shows 
that a great many children under the 
statutory age, hitherto employed in fac- 
tories, have been taker out, and the reg- 
ulation of the work of other minors of 
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he had nothing to do with, and goes on. 


: 


tender age is much more satisfactory 
than formerly. Mrs. Kelley urges the ex- 
tension of the operation of the law to 
include other establishments not now 
eovered by it. She also urges stricter reg- 
wlation of sanitation and ventilation of 
places where child labor is employed, and 
a stricter limitation of the hours of labor 
in all of them. 

It has been demonstrated by practical 
experience ‘that a great obstacle to the 
full effectiveness of the law is the, will- 
ingness of idle and dissolute parents to 
commit perjury for the purpose of put- 
ting their children to work. We know 
of no instance where such an offense has 
been adequately punished. The surround- 
ing conditions in nearly all such cases 
make prosecution Impossible, but a vig- 
orous enforcement of the law is impossi- 
ble without conviction in such cases. 

It has been demonstrated that the great 
majority of employers are willing to com- 
ply with the law. Continued and contin- 
uing hard times and want of employ- 
ment for men make the law more difficult 
of rigid enforcement, but the return of 
better conditions will still find indolent 
parents willing to perjure themselves and 
sacrifice their children to their indolence. 

Against these there should be justice 
—tempered with such mérey as condi- 
tions demand—but justice. Otherwise 
the law can never be properly enforced. 
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TITLES IN AMERICA. 


A correspondent who signs himself 
“Democrat” writes that in a recent issue 
the Post-Dispatch “used the words, 
“his Grace,” “master and servant,” and 
in many Issues has used the words, “‘com- 
mon people,” “plain people,” etc. The 
writer adds the following rather original 
remarks: 

I am a churchman, landlord, Democrat, 
and withal merciful to the poor. Pray, tell 
me, to what class do I belong? In a Demo- 
cratic government like ours, is either ‘‘mas- 
ter, servant, his grace or common people” 
proper to describe a hired servant, a preach- 
er or a voter, especially in a people’s Dem- 
ocratic paper? 

The Post-Dispatch does not use titles, 
except where necessary for descriptive 
purposes. As an organ of the people, it is 
opposed to the importation of European 
titles and Old-World toadyism.

The Post-Dispatch has a number of 
readers, who, probably because they 
think for themselves, are not always con- 
sistent. Some strenuously object to be 
called “poor,” though they are‘not rich, 
and when writing a letter for publication 
do not hesitate to sign themselves “Sans 
Culotte” or something of the kind. The 
correspondent quoted appears to pride 
himself on the title of Churchman, and 
says he is “merciful to the poor,” just 
as one of the petty British nobles—some 
“god almighty of the country side’— 
might do. 

In giving the news about people who, 
among their own set, are dignitaries, a 
newspaper is compelled to use descrip- 
tive titles, and in describing the wealthy 
and the destitute, a newspaper does well 
to call a spade a spade and use the old 
Saxon words “rich” and “poor.” This 
does not force men into castes. It mere- 
ly describes them as they are. And for the 
use of the phrase, “plain people,” the 
Post-Dispatch has the excellent authority

It is with a certain degree of pleasure 
that I am able to record the fact that our 
own Judge Murphy is really “not the only 
one.”

Speaking of the law and its administra- 
tors, reminds me of the forceful ruling made 
by Commissionér Grant in New York last 
week in the investigation of Capt. Chap- 
man for breaking in on the hilarious Seeley 
dinner at Sherry’s. It was not exactly a 
judicial inquiry, but, es usual, the lawyers 
proposed that the recognized rules of evi- 
dence should prevail. This means, briefly, 
that every hair-splitting technigality that 
intervenes to protect the lawyer’s client, 
and to prevent all the truth being told, shall 
be taken advantage of. When such a tech- 
nical objection was raised, Col. Grant re- 
plied: “I am not learned in the law, but 
it is my opinion that the introduction of 
truth at any time cannot possibly injure or 
do injustice to any one.” 

From the standpoint of the average law- 
yer, this sentiment is revolutionary and 
most reprehensible, but the average citizen, 
who is heartily tired of technicality, 
would be glad to have it applied to the ad- 
ministration of the law. 


When a witness goes on the stand he is 
required to solemnly swear that he will tell 
“the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but 
the truth.’’ The ‘honest man takes this oath 
in good faith, but generally he forswears 
himself innocently. He would tell the whole 
truth were he permitted to do so. But he 
isn’t. The defendant’s lawyer tobs up with 
a technical objection. This is not material, 
that is not relévant, the other should be 
excluded as not according to the rules of 
evidence, and he will quote precedents to 
sustain his objections. The consequence is 
that if the witness tells half the truth he is 
doing well. Under an expert cross-examiner 
he is likely to convict himself of downright 
lying and get all tangled up in trying to 
tell a straight story. The form of oath 
should be amended to read: “I hereby sol- 
emnly swéar to tell so much of the truth 
as laws and precedents and technical objec- 
tions will allow me to and no more.”” Then 
could the honest citizen testify and carry 
away aclear conscience with him, 


I am in receipt of a mathematical problem 
which begins like this: “In what month 
and on what day of the month were you 
born? Write down tne number of the month, 
and to the right of it the number of the 
day. Multiply by 2, add 5, multiply by 60, 
add your age, subtract 365, and then add 
115. The result will be the number of the 
month and the day of your birth as well as 
your age.” Then follows a bewildering ar- 
ray of figures designed to show the working 
of the problem. It is all right, but I am 
unalterably opposed to labor, mental or 
otherwise, which is useless. The trouble 
with this problem is that one must know 
how old he is, and the day and month of 
his birth before he begins to figure on it. 
After he has figured it all out, he knows 
just what he knew before. This sort of 
labor is about as satisfactory and productive 
as working a treadmill. 


One of New York’s big Sunday papers 
contained last Sunday a large picture of a 
ball given at the Astor mansion recently. 
Above the picture was the quotation from 
Carlyle’s “Sartor Resartus,’’ in which the 
whimsical old philosopher Teufelsdrockh 
tries to imagine the clothes flying off every 
noble grandee at a ‘thigh state function, 
leaving them as they came into the world. 
The old mythical pghilosopher’s contention 
was that society was founded wholly upon 
clothes, and he tries in vain to imagine 
dignity adhering to even the most illustri- 
ous personage without the adventitious aid 
and support of suitable clothing. The mod- 
ern newspaper idea in suggesting to the 
reader an application of Teufelsdrockh’s to 
the ball in question seems to be wholly pur- 
ulent. Leaving motive out of the question, 
however, it seems a pity that the originator 
of this brilliant idea did not read a few 
lines further in his “Sartor Resartus’’ and 
act accordingly. Teufelsdrockh. continues: 
“This physical or psychical infirmity (mean- 
ing this unruly imagination of his) I have, 
after hesitation, thought right to publish, 
for the solace of those afflicted with the 
like.” Whereupon the editor of the phil- 
osopher’s papers comments: ‘Would to 
heaven, say we, thou hadst thought right to 
keep it a secret.”

THEATER HATS. 
MUST COME DOWN, 


DELEGATE WATSON WILL AIM A 
BILL AT THEM. 


CLOVE FIEND IS UNMOLESTED. 


Theatrical Managers Say They Wiil 
Not Enforce the Law Unless the 
Men Are Restricted. 


The theater hat must go. The Municipal 
Assembly will banish it from all the play- 
houses in St. Louis. 

At the next meeting of the House of 
Delegates Tuesday evening Delegate C. W. 
Watson of the Twenty-fifth Ward will in- 
troduce an ordinance, It will declare the 
theater hat a nuisance and provide ade- 
quate penalties for. wearing it, It will 
probably go through without opposition. 

It is not often that Chicago evolves any- 
thing worthy to serve as a model for St. 
Louis, but when, the other day, the city 
fathers up there passed a high hat ordi- 
nance the local solons realized that they 
had been caught napping. 

Several of them resolved to place St. 


Louls abreast of Chicago in humanitarian 
legislation, and set about obtaining infor- 
mation, 


Delegate vie, Cpenin of the First Ward 
wrote to thre f his Chicago aldermanic 
friends for a copy of the bill, but not one 
of them has complied with the request. 
Their dilitariness will result in losing to 
him the honor of introducing ‘the bill. Del- 
egate Watson has his nearly ready and 
thinks he will get it in Tuesday night. 

The original Chicago ordinance was lev- 
éled at the proprietors and managers. It 
provided a penalty of from $10 ‘to $25 for 
ete ble the wearing of any hat or other 
1eadgear in the theater during the progress 
of a performance. Each hat permitted con- 
Stitued a separate offense, 

The bill was passed without a dissenting 
vote, but Mayor Swift vetoed it. He held 
that as no penalty wag provided against 
the wearer it would not hold water. 

A substitute was prepared. It was passed 
Friday and signed. It provides that any 
gre who wears a hat in a theater may 
ve fined $8 for each and every offense. 

The law will be enforced so as to subject 
offenders to as little annoyance as possible. 
The lady who insists on wearing her hat 
will not be disturbed during the progress of 
the play, but when the last curtain goes 
down and shuts from view the reunited 
lovers and the discomfited villain a police- 
man will tap her on the shoulder. 

“Three dollars, please,’’ he will say with 
a cold bimetallic stare. 

If she is a sensible woman she will settle 
on the spot and the policeman will give her 
a receipt. 

If she is a foolish woman she will make 
a scene and be borne away to the bastile. 

The bill which Mr. Watson will introduce 
will be patterned after the Chicago law. 
He has settled upon all the details with the 
exception of the penalty. He thinks a fine of 
$3 is ludicrously inadequate. If he gave 
rein to his inclinations he would make it 
thirty days in jail. 

He spoke with deep feelitg when a Post- 
Dispatch reporter saw him Saturday. 

“T have been brood'ng over this great 
wrong for a long time,” he said. ‘I should 
have introduced a bill soon, anyway, but 
when I read what they were doing.in Chi- 
cago I decided to act at once. 

“T am one of the victims of the high hat. 
I like to to the show, but I always come 
@way with ty nature soured and my neck 
out of joint. I have about decided to stay 
away from the theater until the hat ordi- 
nance goes into effect.”’ 

‘‘You think it will pass, then?’’ 

“IT know tt will. I don’t believe there will 
be a vote cast against it. I have talked to 
a number of Councilmen and Delegates. 
They all feel as I do.”’ 

“Will it be hurried through?” 

“Yés. On its second reading I will move 
that it be referred to a special committee. 
The committee will probably ho!d one meet- 
ing and report it for passage. I shall push ¢ 
it along. In the absence of a motion the 
chairman would refer it. to the Committee 
on Legislation. No. bill which goes to that 
committee is ever heard of again.” 

Jim Cronin is Chairman of the Committee 
on Legislation. 

He does not know that Mr. Watson is 
going to introduce the bill. As he intended 
taking this step himself, he will probably 
insist upon having the bill sent to his com- 
mittee so that he may share in the glory 
of promoting its passage. 


Managers of the local theaters were told 
that an anti-high-hat ordinance was to be 
introduced. They are certainly not behind 
the movement to judge from these inter- 
views. The concensus of opinion among 
them is that St. Louis ladies with remarka- 
bly few exceptions willingly remove their 
hats when they would in the slightest way 
interfere with the enjoyment of those about 
them. 

Manager James Jay Brady of the Century 
said: 

“T had not heard that such an ordinance 
was to be introduced. If it is it should be 
amended so as to include the masculine 
brute who goes out between the acts. If the 
high hat is to go the “high ball’ should 
accompany it. Ladies cannot be expected 
to hold their hats in the'r laps if the hats 
are to be crushed by the men who are on 
their way out to get a drink. 

‘Mark you, there is nothing more un- 
christianizing than a high hat at a theater. 
It would make almost any man forget his 
New Year’s resolution and drown his sor- 
rows between the acts. I am satisfied that 
if the men were not exasperated by high 


| hats there would be less going out between 


the acts. 

“T am a great believer in the innate good 
sense of woman. Now that the agitation 
is started I am sure the women will remove 
their hats without legislation. Few theatri- 
cal managers would care to enforce the 
law if it were passed. It is not pleasant for 
a lady to pay for a first-class seat and then 
be peremptorily ordered to remove her hat, 
The law may have the morai effect desired 
without being actually enforced, If that is 
the case it will be a good thing. As I said, 
though, the lawmakers should not forget 
the clove fliend.”’ 

Pat Short of the Olympic said: 

“T would much rather see the reform 
worked out in some other way than by leeg- 
islatton. It would be much pleasanter for 
all concerned if the ladies would remove 
their hats voluntarily, They are gradually 
coming to realize that it is the proper 
thing todo. At the performances here nine- 
tenths of the women on the lower floor re- 
move their hats when they take their seats, 
or just before the curtain goes up. I believe 
that in time they will all do ft. I know 
nothing about the bill to be introduced. It 
may have a good effect, but I would be 
loath to enforce it.”’ 

Manager William Garen of Havlin’s said: 
“IT do not think a high hat bill can be 
passed in St. Louls, and do not believe it 
would be enforced if it should pass. I for 
one would certainly not enforce it. I think 
the reform is being worked out by the 
women themselves.

DANBURY, Conn., Jan. 16.—Charlotte Pit- 
tilla, who fell into an unconscious state ten 
days ago as a result of a shock, is begin- 
ning to show symptoms which lead to the 
belief that her ultimate recovery is only a 
matter of time. 

A week ago Thursday, while she Was at 
work in the trimming department of Holley, 
Beltaire & Co.’s hat factory here, where 
she has been employed for ten years, she 
suddenly swooned. Since 'that time she has 
not spoken a word. Up to yesterday she 
was unable to so much as open her eyes. 
The most that she could do to show that 
she wis in any way aware of her surround- 
ings was to emit a Slight groan when ‘she 
was moved. 

The woman's case, from a medical point 
of view, is said to be without a parallel, 
Miss Pittilla is 3 years old, although she 
does not look to be more than out of her 
teens. The family live in a pretty two- 
story house that sets well back from the 
street, in the best part of town. From this 
house of her parents the girl went to work 
on the morning o&Jan. 7. She was in un- 
usually high spirits, and seemed to be in 
the best of health. At 1l o'clock that morn- 
ing she was taken home unconscious. 

For four hours the family physician 
worked over the woman, striving by every 
means in his power to bring her to. His

ROMANY'S BRIDE. 


$25 PAID FOR 13-YEAR-OLD MA- 
BEL STACKING. 


HER MOTHER IS DISTRACTED. 


She Claims the Girl’s Stepfather Has 
Deserted Her and Is Spending 
Her Blood Money for Drink. | 


For $25 13-year-old Mabel Stacking is said 
to have been sold to a band of gypsies by 
an inhuman stepfather at Winstanley Park, 
a suburb of East St. Louis. 

The child’s mother, Mrs, Minnie Orrick, 
told the pitiful story in the East St. Louis 
Police station last night. 

Detectives were at once dispatched to in- 
tercept the Romany band and reclaim the 
child. Word was sent to the St. Louis po- 
lice to capture the step-father. His wife 
claims that he deserted her and came to 
this city to spend his blood money in dissi- 
pation. 

The little girl was bought by the gypsies 
and epirited away to be the wife of a young 
son of one of the leaders of the band. 

Mrs. Orrick and three children, the eldest 
6, the youngest a babe at her breast, spent 
the night at the East St. Louls police, sta- 


tion. They had only a miserable shack to go 
to, no fire and no food. The kind hearted 
police gave them plenty top eat and spread 
blankets ©n a cell floor and afforded them 
comfortable shelter for the night. 

The family, consisting of Marion Orrick, 
wife and four children, came to East S8t. 
Louis two months ago. They struck camp 
in Winstanley Park, a low, marshy resort 
sparsely covered by timber and ,. located 
about a mile northeast of the National 
Stock Yards. Orrick, claims to be a pro- 
fessional horsetrader. When he landed in 
East St. Louis he had four horses and a 
wagon, but no tent nor covering for the 
wagon. The family slept in the wagon- 
box. Later on Orrick trafficked around and 
managed to get a ragged tent, but it illy 
served to protect the family from the ele- 
ments. The wife says that it was worse 
than no shelter at all as-Orrick compelled 
her and the children to sleep on the ground. 
About a month ago a gang af gyp:sies— 
“Turks,’’ Mrs. Orrick called them—camé and 
tethered their horses and wagons within 400 
yards of the Orrick camp. Mrs. Orrick 
says she didn’t neighbor with the ‘‘Turks,’’ 
as they used such broken English and had 
such strange and uncouth ways tnat she 
‘didn’t care to mix with them.” 

Two weeks ago Orrick told his wife that 
their neigh wanted Mabel to assist them 
around their camp and were willing to pay 
the girl 530 cents a day for the service. As 
her husband was painfully improviMent and 
was starving his family to death, Mrs. Or- 
rick reluctantly consented, 

Mabel insisted that she would give her 
mother every cent of her earnings to pur- 
chase food. The mother didn’t take the 
pains to ascertain the names of her daugh- 
ter’s employers. 

Mabel worked faithfully in the gypsy 
camp and 9 gt ag ome paid hher regularly, 
but instead of the wife and mother and 
starving little ones getting the benefit, Or- 
rick gobbled every cent, she says, and spent 
it for drink. 

Orrick would go to his miserable camp 
beastly drunk every night, and as often 
Mrs. Orrick and the children would be bru- 
tally beaten, kicked and cuffed. On several 
occasions Mrs. Orrick threatened to leave 
the brute and take the children, but to all 
such threats Orrick would reply that if she 
undertook that course he would kill her 
and the little ones. A week ago their con- 
dition came to the notice of the Society of 
Queen’s Daughters of St. Patrick’s Church, 
Mrs. Orrick and the children were furnished 
with food and clothing. 

Saturday morning Mrs. Orrick left her 
tent at daybreak and noticed that her 
gypsy neighbors had vanished during the 
night, taking Mabel with them, leaving no 
clue by which their route could be traced. 
The distracted mother was horrified to 
think of her daughter leaving without noti- 
fying her. Mrs. Orrick had no reason to 
think that the girl would prove unduti- 
ful, and she set to work to unravel the 
mystery. 

In her search the woman, with the babe 
in her arms and two little tots trotting at 
her heels, ran across William Pfeiffer. He 
told her that Orrick had sold Mabel to 
the gypsies for $25. One of the old men 
in the gang wanted the girl to serve as 
the wife of his son, and offered that sum 
to Orrick if he would close the deal and 
assigt in spiriting the girl away so that 
her gnother would be none the wiser until 
they got safely away. 

It was late in the afternoon when Mrs. 
Orrick found Pfeifer She knew Pfeiffer 
well, but could not. state where he lived 
nor where he could be found, and for this 
reason the police were inclined to regard 
her story with doubt. 

But the manner of the woman and the 
other circumstances in the case arqused 
the sympathy of Sergt. Welkobroski and 
Lieut. Monroe. They resolved to overhaul 
the gypsies and aid the case thoroughly. 

It will not be difficult to identify the 
wanderers charged with the abduetion as 
they are accompanied by two large trained 
bears and a monkey or two and give street 
exhibitions in towns which they touch in 
their endless travels. Word was imme- 
diately sent to all environments and the 
authorities notified to be on the lookout 
ed the alleged kidnappers of Mabel Stack- 
ng.

They tear off the stamps and the let- 
ters would then be thrown away. 

“There is a great chance for Americans in 
that country. 

“As I have found it, however, they must

“Of these three branches the natives have 
little or no technical knowledge and for- 
eigners have them at a great disadvantage, 
“This is particularly true of railroading. 
The lines thére are almost entirely operat 

if not owned, by Americans. 

“IT would not advise a young man to go 
to Mexico in search of employment. 

“The ityhabitants will not hire an Amerti- 
can. He must go there with a job and 
backed by foreign capital to succeed.”’

EACH HAS A BRUTAL MURDER TO 
ANSWER FOR. 


NARROWLY ESCAPED LYNCHING 


Young Mississippi County Outlaws 
Who Slew Their Sister’s Hus- 
band and an Officer. 


Joe and Jim Albright are in the St. Louls 


jail for their health. 

They are mere boys. Joe, the younger, is 
only 17 years old, while Jim has barely at- 
tained his majority. 

Each has killed his man, and s0.cold- 
blooded were the murders that a mob was 
forming in Mississippi County, Mo., where 
the crimes were committed, to take the 
boys from the county jail and swing them 
to a limb. 

Sheriff Frank Sterrette of Charleston, 
whose prisoners the Albright brothers were, 
feared that his prison would not prove 
strong enough to protect the youthful mur- 
derers, and he slipped them out of jail and 

caught a night train for 8t. Louis, arriv- 
ing here early Saturday. He turned the 
prisoners over to Jailer Butch Wagner, in 
whose bastile their safety is assured, 

Joe Albright shot and instantly killed his 
brother-in-law, Isaac Large, in a grocery 
store at Bertrand, Mo., on Sept. 16, 1596. 

Jim Albright shot George S. Elliott, the 
Prosecuting Attorney of Mississippi County, 
Tuesday evening, Elliott died Friday. 

So incensed were the people of the county 
that they determined to lynch the Albright 
boys. A mob was organizing when Sheriff 
Sterrette slipped away with his prisoners. 

Ever since the murder of Isaac Large last 
September the Albright boys have been 
outlaws. They were together when Large 
was killed, and while Joe admits the killing 
the authorittes wanted Jim as an accessory 
to the crime 

The Albrights lived with their parents on 
a farm 6ne and one-half miles from Ber- 
trand, Mo. Isaac Large, 8 years old, was 
a neighboring farmer, who married a sister 
of Joe and Jim Albright. From the time 
of the marriage there was trouble betwe: en 
Large and the Albright boys. There were 
numerous quarrels, but no open fight until 
last nopenenee when Large was killed ed by 
Joe Albright 

That afternoon Large was in the post-of- 
fice at Bertrand when the Albright boys en- 
tered. Joe made an insulting remark. Large

He knew Albright was there and he broke 
in the door. With his revolver drawn he 
entered. 

bby Albright stood in the corner of the 
room fe had a double-barreled shot-gun 
in his hand. Elliott called for him to sur- 
render. Albright answered by firing. The 
contents of the gun struck Elliott and he 
fell to the floor. As he did so he shot at 
Albright, but the bullet went wild. 

As Elliott lay on the floor Albright shot 
again, tearing his victim’s left arm from 
the shoulder. 

Elliott was removed to his home in 
Charleston, where he died Thursday. Al- 
bright feared lynching and gave himself 
up. 

The brothers are short of stature. Jim 
is clean shaven, while there is not a trace 
of beard on the face of Joe. They wear 
broad-brimmed white hats and their trous- 
ers are tucked in their boot tops. They do 
not appreciate their position, and smoked 
unconcernedly while talking to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. 

Jim admits killing the prosecuting attor- 
ney, and does not regret it. 

“The fellow pretended to be a friend Of 
mine,’ he said, ‘“‘while he was really my 
worst enemy. I had nothing to do with 
Killing Lange, and he was simply perse- 
cuting me. He had no business trying to 
take me, That's the Sheriff's business, and 
I would not have resisted him.’ 

Joe spoke up and said: “No, Jim had 
nothing to do with killing Large. I did it, 
and I am glad of it. And you can say that 
we were not afraid of being lynched. That 
was all ta'k. The Sheriff was scared, but 
he is pretty easily scared.” 


Jim says thatall the time the officers were 


looking for him he was around his home. 
He was not out of the county, but was 
protected by his friends and relatives.

Jefferson City, and incidentally brought out 
stories of other prominent characters. 

One of the group of story-tellers was 
from the old Geventh, now the Ninth Con- 
gressional District, and he related. how 
Nat Dryden’s work landed Dick Norton in 
Congress after a bitter fight in which Judge 
Elijah Robinson, then of Pike County, but 
now of Kansas City, was thre Lincoln Coun- 
ty etatesman’s chief opponent. ‘Norton's 
friends fought a great fight for him,” said 
@ member of the party, “but it now appears 
that their sweetness was wasted on the 
desert air, for when the trying hour came 
Norton went away after false gods and 
followed Palmer and Buckner. No wonder 
that Dryden had ceased to agree with his 
erstwhile partner, and that the friendship 
between them had been severed months 
preceding the death of ‘the brilliant Dryden.” 

“Dryden remained true to Democracy,” 
remarked another member of the party, 
“ag but for ill health would have made a 
gweries of speeches in favor of the regular 
Democratic ticket. But death came and 
he went away, being spared the knowledge 
of the McKinley annex convention held at 
Indianapolis, where men Who once were 
credited with being Democrats swore alle- 
giance to.the golden calf.” 

“Poor Dryden!" was the sentiment ex- 
pressed by all those who talked of him. 
Faults he had, but his strongest characteris- 
tic was his devotion to his friends. Thou- 
eands of stories are told of him that are not 
pertinent fof newspaper publication, but 
every one here who mentions his name has 
@ kind word for the memory of the brilliant 
Missourian. 

In his palmy days here at the State capital, 
Waller Young, who died a few weeks ago, 
was a most intimate friend of Dryden. As 
is well known Dryden was inclined to be con- 
vivial,while Young,who was then in the Sen- 
ate, was not slow himself,although he always 
kept well within the bounds of propriety. 
Over a decade ago Dryden and Young were 
here together. At that time there lived in 
Jefferson City a man by the name of Bill 
McLair, more particularly known as 
“Whispering Bill.”” McLair, who is now in 
the service of the Government at Kansas 
City, was in that day a man of many re- 
sources and he concelved the idea that in 
order to give a tinge of broadness and sort 
of @ cosmopolitan air to the capital city 
there should be a faro bank started here. 
Accordingly he called on Dryden, go the 
Story goes, for money with which to begin 
@perations. Dryden happened to not have 
the necessary amount, but, true to his gen- 
erous spirit, said he would raise it. Calling 
on Waller Young he made the negotiations 
and met with a Liberal response. The ‘‘roli’”’ 
was entrusted to ‘Whispering Bill,”’ and he 
opened his faro bank in a room adjoining a 
Saloon near the Madison ‘House, which is 
now used as a shoemaker shop. 

At that time Sam Major of Howard County 
was in Jefferson City and was one of the 
most convivial and friendly of all, and there 
also lived here-a fellow named Kearney Par- 
gone, who was a friend of the circle. Major 
and Parsons both laughed when they heard 
of the faro bank, and after a brief discus8ion 
they decided to go down and play it. They 
Played, so the old-timers say, and in a 
short time the capital stock of the bank had 
vanished. McLair became disgusted and 
made no further attempt to run a faro bank 
in the capital city of Missour!. It is said 
that Young was not aware to what pur- 
pose the money was going to be turned when 
he responded to Dryden's request for a loan 

So this is the story of the first and only 
faro bank that ever existed in Jefferson City. 
Of this circle of noted characters only Mc- 
Lair is ving. Young died at St. Joseph, 
Dryden at St. Louls, and Parsons at Jeffer- 
gon City. Custom is gradually changing so 
that life at the Missouri capital is not what 
&t formerly was. In fact, the convivial and 
Sporting element is on the wane, and the 
“high roller’ is now regarded eas a back 
@umber.

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—Capt. O’Brien’s de- 
tectives are looking for a daring thief who 
stole a costly diamond tiara at a wedding 
reception among the Four Hundred Nov. 
28. The 'theft was only reported to the de- 
tective bureau a few days ago, and the 
name of the owner of the jewel is kept 
secret. 

Many wealthy persons were at the recep- 
tion. The tiara belonged to the bride’s 
mother, It had a centerpiece containing 
twenty-eight diamonds and nine pearls in 
pear shape. The diamonds weighed in all 
6 karats and the pearls 28 grains. 

The wearer of the tiara dropped it during 
the reception :and its loss was discovered 
before the party had separated. There was 
a great number of guests in the rooms at 
the time, and, although a search was made, 
no trace was found of the costly bit of 
jewelry. 

The scene was embarrassing. The guests 
were all people of high social position. The 
idea that any of them would be tempted 
by a diamond tiara or would be so weak as 
to yield .to such temptation was not en- 
tertained for a moment. Neither were the 
house servants suspected. There was no 
one to suspect, and the owner of the orna- 
ment and her husband were eure that it 
had only been lost. 

The guests departed and a careful search 
was made, but the tiara was not in the 
house. The owner had worn it on her head 
when the function began, and it had dis- 
appeared. The servants declared that they 
had not seen it, and finally the conclusion 
was reached that the ornament had been 
stolen after all. 

So on Wednesday, nearly two months 
after the event, the husband of the owner 
called on Capt. O’Brien and told the story. 

Capt. O’Brien set his men at work among 
the pawnshops, but he has not much hope, 
after eo long a delay, of recovering the 
costly toy. It is his belief that the tiara 
was picked up by one of the guests and not 
by any professional thief.

CUBAN POLITICS, 


EUROPEAN SPANIARDS PREFER 
ANNEXATION TO REFORMS. 


FOR COMMERCIAL REASONS. 


Business Relations With the United 
States Weaken Their Fealty 
to Madrid. 


KEY WEST, Fia., Jan. 16.—The following 
advices have just been received from Ha- 
vana: 

La Lucha, in an editorial, says that if 
Spain accepts the intervention of the Uni- 
ted States, even though it should be indl- 
rect and friendly in plan and scope, the 
Cuban reforms must necessarily be in dan- 
ger because of the fomenting of the annex- 
ation idea amongst European Spaniards, 
who for some time past have felt in sym- 
pathy with such a movement. 

This was shown, according to the edito- 
rial, in 1864,-when a large number of Span- 
ilards and Europeans, representing a great 
part of the wealth of Cuba met to give 
form and expression to this idea. They 
could not realize this object because of the 


opposition of the Cubans who were invited 
to attend the meeting. 

The article also says that the Cubans 
feel jealousy and repulsion toward the 
Americans. This is shown in all their acts. 
The Cubans never have felt anything ex- 
cept the pronounced Cuban sentiment. 
On the other hand European Spaniards 
since 1850 have shown their liking for all 
Americans, believing that their interests 
lie in that direction. They are also of the 
opinion that labor would be better guaran- 
teed under American rule than by any pos- 
sible solution along the lines of diminished 
Spanish sovereignty. 

Proceeding, the editorial says, that for 
many years something mysterious has been 
attracting European Spaniards toward the 
Yankees. Possibly this is due to the in- 
stinct of self-preservation and continued 
commercial relations and business inter- 
course between the Spaniards residing in 
Cuba and their correspondents in America. 

They feel alarmed lest in the future ‘their 
business will not be dependent upon Madrid 
and they would conelude the existing con- 
dition-of aflairs by giving form to the an- 
nexationist ideas already in existence, al- 
though rather dormant. 

They would be glad to arouse among all 
higher classes of ‘the Spanish element the 
sleeping idea of annexation. This would be 
so productive and transcendant that in a 
few years it would evoke an inevitable ex- 
plosion of annexation ideas which no power 
on earth would be able to contend with 
when once developed. 

The article has caused a profound sensa- 
tion throughout Cuba.

MINERS’ CONVENTION ENDED. 


Several Decisions About Wages Were 
Reconsidered. 


COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 16.—The National 
Convention of the United Mine Workers 
pulled itself out of a tangle at midnight and 


adjourned sine die. 

Just before the afternoon adjournment the 
delegates were surprised by the announce- 
ment that the operators had refused to 
meet them in joint conference next Monday 
according to arrangement. 

The refusal of the operators was due to 
the action of the convention in prohibiting 
district. officers from making wage con- 
tracts with the operators. 

The convention found itself in the position 
of having unwittingly forced a strike upon 
the miners and a committee was appointed 
to report a plan which would bring order 
out of chaos. 

The time up to 12 o’clock was spent in 
discussing the report of the committee, 
which was finally adopted. 

First the demand of the convention for 
the new scale of prices to go into effect 
Feb. 1 was rescinded. Second, the resolu- 
tion prohibiting settlements by districts 
was rescinded and the entire matter of 
prices was placed in the hands of the dis- 
trict a eenserer and the National Executive 
Board, 

This resolution was adopted in the first 
place against the earnest protest of every 
official of the order. 

Third, it was decided to use every effort 
to secure an advance in the mining rate 
from Dearmit of the Pittsburg district,

GONE DOWN INTO THE SHADOW 
OF POLITICAL OBLIVION. 


HIS GREED WAS A HOODOO. 


Republican Boss of Missouri Bit Off 
So Much He Couldn’t Chew 
and He Choked. 


Chauncey Ives Filley, known by the 
various sobriquets of “De Ole Man,” the 
“Sage of Beaumont Street,” and “Old Regu- 
larity,” and in latter days as the “Old Man 
at the Mosque,” is to-day a senile boss 
whose power has waned like the light of 
the evening sun. 

Boss Filley is known the country over as 
a man who ruled Missourl Republicans for 
years with the despotism of a Czar. 
Especially in St. Louis was his factional, 
,ower supreme. His word was party law. 
recedents he smashed as easily as eg 
shells. Promises he kept or broke to suit 
his pleasure. He feared meee and every- 
body feared him. He was a political despot, 
who regarded and treated the rank and 
file as so many serfs to do his bidding. 

‘“‘De Ole Man” was proud of his suprem- 
acy. He spent half of an average lifetime 
in mixing the mortar in the sizzling hot 
olitics of St. Louis. Thirty-three years ago 
e was selling crockery for a living, when he 
was ong up and elected Mayor. After 
that he never sold another crock. He sold 
politicians, 

For a quarter of a century Chauncey Ives 
Filley has devoted all his time and talents 
to politics. The only politics that he would 
tolerate, however, bad to bear the brand, 
“Filley,” burned through the hide and hair 
and seared over the conscience, 

As the years rolled by “De Ole Man” con- 
structed a political machine out of the riff- 
raff of the Levee and the ward heclers and 
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FILLEY ON HIS LAST LBGS. 
the wirepullers, who were experts in all 
the leyerdemain and hugger-muggery of 
dirty politics. 

Filley was as wise as a serpent. He traded 
on his political power, gained through his 
control of the worst elements, in a way to 
enlist a banker and a few high-toned mon- 
eyed men as his financhal bacKers. 

Then Boss Filley’s ambition grew like a 
mushroom in a dark cellar. He soon “laid 
his pipes’’ and captured the State Repub- 
lican Committee. He was made its Chair- 
man. He only stepped out of that position 
to give it to one of his serfs when he was 
made National Republican Committeeman. 

intrenched in pohtical power in both State 
and city, Boss Filley made and unmade 
Congressmen, Mayors and city officials of 
the Republican faith. His despotic sway in 
the Republican politics of Missouri was 
equaled in no State, except by the Camer- 
ons in Pennsylvania, 

Boss Filley has even delighted in these 
latter years to demonstrate his power on 
the slightest occasion. When men who have 
been Mayors, and others who have been 
Congressmen, called at the door of the 
Mosque they were met by a Senegambian 
servant and often required to cool their 
heels for hours in the hallway béfore being 
ushered up the stairway and into His Maj- 
esty’s presence in the Holy of Holes. 

But an evil star has flitted tnto the heay- 
ens above the Mosque. The gray-haired 
Muezzin now ‘pounds his typewriter vicious: 
ly and sends out written edicts calling the 
faithful to prayer. But the number of ob. 
sequious worshipers has dwindled from 
what it was in Years gone by. 

After a reign of twelve years as National 
Republican Committeeman Boss Filley was 
defeated for that position at the Nationa] 
Republican Convention in Minneapolis, in 
1892, Richard C. Kerens succeeded him. Mr. 
Kerens was the recognized leader of the Silk 
Stockings, so-called in contradistinction to 
the Hoodlums, over whom Boss Filley 
reigned. 

The Silk Stockings, representing the aris- 
tocratic element of the Republican party {n 
Missouri, are regarded as the revolters who 
protest against the Filley gtyle of bossism.

BELIEVES CITY GOVERNMENT 
SHOULD FAVOR THE RICH MAN. 


FRIEND OF CORPORATIONS. 


Backed for the Mayoralty by Corpora- 
tions, as; Is Ziegenhein on 
the Other Side. 


With the approach of the spring campaign 
the hand of the corporations reaches out 


and pulls the political strings. 
The street car companies, backed by other 
corporations with municipal axes to grind, 
have been the dominant force in local pol- 
ftics for a number of years. They make no 
distinction between parties. They have their 
tools on both sides. They make their fight 
at the primaries. It is a matter of indiffer- 
ence after that who wins at the polls. 
Through their control of ward committee- 
men and primaries the street railroads name 
practically every member of the House of 
Delegates, and usually control a working 
majority in the Council. The only thing 
needed to complete their grip on the city 
government is to control the Mayor. 
Naturally the corporations will try to dic- 
tate who shall be the next Mayor of St. 
Louis. They need him im their business. 
It makes no difference what party he be- 
longs to, 6o that he will serve their inter- 


ests. 

Just now they are figuring on two men, 
Ziegenhein in the Republican fold, and Ed 
Noonan in the Democratic party. They 
will lend all their energies to see both these 
men nominated. They don’t care which 
wins. Dither will do. Any other might not 


suit eas well. 
Noonan as a corporetion favorite is a 
strange 8 tacle to the men who voted him 
out of office eight years oye. He wears his 
new toga unblushingly. He let his old ene- 
my, Ed Budler, the boss who connects the 
moneyed interests with the machine for 
practical purposes, announce him as the 
party’s leading candida™. 
His own views of the situation and his at- 
ptude towards the nomination are interest- 
ng. 
fi am going to be frank,’’ he said, when 
asked for the platform upon which he was 
making his canvass. ‘I'm not a candidate 
pfor the office—I don’t know whether I'll run 


or 

‘Why, Col. Ed Butler says you're in the 
oot now and he is reckoned a pretty shrewd 
ellow.”’ 

“Oh, he is not eo clever as some people 
think.. He fought me at every point in my 
career and I beat him every time until four 
roams ago.

“We need money for our streets, too. 
All our streets should be well paved, and 
not with brick, either, that I hear are bein 

used in some parts of the town. A lot o 

our alleys are being paved with brick. I 
think macadam is good enough for them, 
All the money that can be afforded should 
be put into the streets. ' 

“It seems to me that $5,000,000 is plenty 
with which to accomplish all the necessary 
ends. The city is in excellent shape to 
float bonds. It can be done very easily 
owing to the sound business basis it was 
put on during my administration, 


‘There is still another way in which *he 
revenues might be increased, if I have been 
correctly informed. All that part of St. 
Louis which has been increased in value so 
wonderfully by the develapment of the street 
car lines has not been properly assessed, 
so I have been told. Property-owners, es- 
ectally those west of Vandeventer avenue, 
ave been enriched by the growth of the 
city and are not paying taxes accordingly.

EDWARD C. RICE SAYS JOHN C. 
MEEKS DID THIS THING. 


AND HE SUES FOR DAMAGES. 


Litigation Over the Treatment a West 
End House Received From 
a Tenant. 


The indiscriminate use of tacks and the 
promiscuous application of floor polish are 
likely'to cause a red hot legal war between 
two prominent families. 

It has already resulted in a suit for dam- 
ages and both parties to the litigation say 
they will fight the case to the bitter end. 

The plaintiffs are Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
C. Rice and the defendant is John C. 
Meeks, presidént of the Meeks-West Gro- 
cery Company. The Rices allege that Mr. 
Meeks did $1,000 worth of damage to the 
house at 3649 West Pine street, which he 
leased from them and occupied for two 
years. They filed sult for that amount yes- 
terday through their attorney, Lugene 
McQuillin. 

The petition etates that Mr. Meeks leased 
the house on Nov. 1, 1894, and occupied it for 
23 months. The Rices state that when 
Meeks leased the house it was stipulated 


that the premises were to be surrendered 
in as x condition as when first leased, 
excepting natural wear and decay. They 
also say that it was expressly provided in 
the contract that no nails, screws or tacks 
were to be driven into the hardwood or’, 
walls or woodwork of the house. They claim 
yw Mr. Meeks violated the contract by 
driving tacks in the walis. 

They also charge Mr. Meeks with having 
damaged the hardwood floors A covering 
them with some kind of floor polish, which 
they say worked into the floor and de- 
stroyed the finish. They think $1,000 will 
cover the damage. 

The house which Mr. Meeks Is alleged to 
have damaged is one of the handsomest on 
fashionable West Pine boulevard. It is of 
the Colonial style of architecture and occu- 

ies a commanding position west of the St. 
Louts University property. 

Mr. Rice is a well-known civil engineer. 
He has owned the house for years and occu- 
pied it before Mr. Meeks leased it. While 
the Meeks family occupied the house the 
Rices lived at 318 Lindell avenue. They 
have recently moved bac to the house 
which is causing the litigation. 

When Mr. Rice was seen last night he 
sald: 

“T have nothing to say éxcept that the 
charges in the petition are true. Mr. Meeks 
did not return the property in as good con- 
dition as it was in when he leaged it, and I 
have sued him for the amount of the dam- 
age done.”’ ; 

Mr. Rice would not say how many tacks 
Mr. Meeks had driven in the walls and 
would not go into details about the floor 

Olish. . 

OT will say what I have to say when I 
go into court,” said he, and the rest was 
silence. 

Mr. Meeks was seen at his new home, 4334 
West Pine street. He had not heard of the 
suit. After reading a summary of the 
charges made in the petition he said: 

“Tt {s an outrage. I kept Mr. Rice's 

roperty in splendid condition and turned 

t over to him in first-class shape. If the 
case comes into court I shall fight it at every 
point. I cannot say anything now about the 
details. I merely wish to deny that I in- 
jured the property.” 

Mr. Meeks could not be tnduced to say 
anything further. He would neither affirm 
or deny the statement that he had violated 
the contract by driving tacks and using 
floor paint.

SILK LOOMS IDLE 


The Strike of Weavers in Paterson, 
N. J., Is Expected to Be- 
come General 


—, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—A strike which has 
begun in Paterson, N. J., promiises to result 
early next week in bringing out the 15,000 
or 20,000 operatives at the looms of the silk 
city. This will renew the serious troubles 
of four or five years ago. 

The trouble started this time in the 
big mih of the Gelden Rod 5Bilk 
Company. The fow began on the 
day after the election, when protected work- 
men were supposed to rejoice. When the 
weavers reached the factory that morning 
they found that their wages had been re- 
duced 2 cents a yard, though they wére 
then getting a cent a yard less than any mill 
in the city was paying. 

The day has been when @e Paterson weaver | 
could make $365 to $46 a week. The foolish 
men boasted of this to their friends and 
the result hes been a gradual scaling down 
of wages until now a man who makes $% a 
week is considered a wonder. 

The $8 average goes along till the warp 
gives out, and while waiting for another 
the pay stops. Sometimes there are three 
days of the week when mot a penny is 
earned, 

Matters drifted until two weeks ago, 
when the Golden Rod weavers appointed 
a committee of five to go to the other mills 
and find out the prices paid to weavers. 
They found that even before the reduction 
the Golden Rod employes had been working 
for a cent less a yard than other weavers 
were getting after their reduction. 

The committee was directed to go directly 
to the mill Yesterday morning and ask that 
the wages be restored to the old figure and 
to report to @ meeting of the union next 
Monday. 

The superintendent told the delegates they 
were discharged. They went to the cdat- 
room, where all of the operatives crowded 
around to ask the cause of the trouble. On 
hearing their report, the whole force of 150 
men, women, girls. and boys rushed into 
the street. 

With the weavers gone there was no work 
for the other operatives and they were told 
they could go home till the strike was over. 
The only force at work for the renmiainder 
of the day was an aged Italian and his wife. 

When the meeting is held on Monday 
mean will be taken to bring out the mill 
operators in every other factory. There are 
three score of factories in the city. This 
is the beginning of the busy season and the 
demand has been carefully planned. The 
heavy work on spring goods is supposed to 
begin on Jan. 15.

LIVERY OF OTHERS 


IN SPITE OF FREEDOM’S BOAST, 
COMMERCIAL SLAVERY 
Is A REALITY. 


“Tl will wear no man’s livery,” has long 
been the proud boast of the free born 
American citizen, 

“I will be no man’s slave,’ he says to 
himself, even on election days. 

Yet thousands, even hundreds of thous- 
ands, of people every day brand them- 
selves as beings subservient to the will of 
another. They wear the livery of their 
of tneian and wear it meekly, for the sake 
of their daily bread. 

Is this"not a mild form of slavery? To 
do at the dictation of another what would 
not be done of one’s own free will—what is 
that but a form of bondage? 

When the waitress in the downtown res- 
taurant goes to her daily work and dons 
the cap and apron she is required to wear— 
the dress must always be black—she may 
not view thé matter in the light of compul- 
sion; in fact, she may not really consider 
it at all, but when night comes she ex- 
periences a feeling of relief when she lays 
aside her badges of servitude and emerges 
into the street attired in her own clothing. 

Why? | Because intuitively she feels, al- 
though she may never have expressed the

Policemen and firemen come under the 
head of commercial slavery to the extent 
that they wear uniforms. True, it is a mild 
form of slavery, from the fact that they 
are serving the people, and it is the peo- 
ple’s badge, therefore, that they wear.

STRAW BONDSMEN 
WILL BE BARRED. 


JUDGE ZACHRITZ WILL INAUGU- 
RATE A VIGOROUS CRUSADE. 
Lt 


HE HAS PREPARED A BILL, 


Will Ask the Legislature to Provide 
That a Bond Shall Be a Lien on 
the Property Pledged. 


Judge William Zachritz of the Criminal 
Division of the Circuit Court says it shall 
be his aim to have introduced in the Legis- 
lature this term a bill which will provide 
that a bond on a criminal case shali be a 
lien on the realty so pledged, and that 
that lien shall be recorded in the Record- 
er’s office as a mortgage on the property. 

In January of 1893 Mr. Zachritz, as Circuit 
Attorney, began a fight on the professional 
bondsmen. At that time it was a known 


fact that a forfeited bond was not collecta- 
ble. He fought the bondsmen, suggested 
new laws, consulted with the judges and did 
what he could to bring the culprit to the 
bar, but in summing up his efforts Mr. 
Zachritz finds that during the four years of 
his term as Circuit Attorney there were 
but two forfeited bonds collected. One was 
for $200 and the other $500, both from women 
who had not been thoroughly posted as to 
the ways of the bondsmen., 

Judge Zachritz was seen last night at his 
home on Lafayette avenue by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, who asked him to give an 
outline of what he intended to do with the 
bond business in his court. 

“I intend,”’ said the new Judge, “to see 
that every bond shall be of ample security. 
That is the most important particular. I 
do not care so much what the stated figures 
of the bond are, but I want it sufficient in 
amount and value to insure that the de- 
fendant will be in court when his case is 
called. 

‘‘Heretofore it has been customary with 
the criminal judges to accept a bond of 
$200 or on an ordinary assault-with- 
intent-to-kill case. Those have been the 
usual amounts specified and the quality of 
the bondsman seems not to have been taken 
into account. 

“I propose to make the $200 bond read 
$1,000. Besides that, I shall make it my per- 
sonal business to see that the bondsman 
is a fit and competent person to qualify. 

*“Bondsmen in my court must ‘have a 
business standing. I shall bar. the profes- 
sional bondsman. There are a lot of men 
about the Four Courts who simply go on a 
bond for a money consideration. Those 
men do not care what becomes of the de- 
fendant, whether he appears in court or 
not or whether or not the bond is forfeited. 

“Such men as George Hoeffner, the sa- 
loon keeper, cannot go on a bond in my 
court. They are barred. This is why—tak- 
ing Hoeffner as an example. 

““Hoeffner never signed a bond intending 
to pay it if it was forfeited. Whenever a 
bond in the Criminal Court has been for- 
feited on him he has appealed. It seems that 
through political influence or something 
else he has succeeded in getting the for- 
feiture set aside. 

“Those are the kind of men I do not itn- 
tend shall sign bonds in my court. I have 
prepared a rort of qualification card, to 
which each bondsman must be sworn. This 
card, which will be finished by the printer 
in a few days, asks about two questions, 
and unless the proposed bondsman can an- 
swer them satisfactorily and make oath to 
his answers his bond will not be accepted. 
“Further than that, the bill which I pro- 
pose to present to the Legislature will pro- 
vide that a bondsman upon going surety in 


pledging to the State the realty mentioned 
in the bond, providing the principal of the 
bond does not appear in court when called. 

“This bill shall further provide that such 
mortgage shall be recorded by the surety 
and the court clerk in the Recorder's office 
upon the signing of the bond. 

“In summfme the matter up my whole and 
only effort is to bring into court the de- 
fendant when his case is called. I do not 
care what the circumstances in the case 
are or what the evidence is one way or the 
other. I want the accused person in court. 

“IT am going to see that every bond I 
declare forfeited shall be collected immedi- 
ately in cash and that that cash will go to 
the credit of the State.”

BUTLER MAKES 


HIGGINS AND BRADY SUED FOR 
THAT $1,200 CHECK. 


BOTH DEFENDANTS ARE MUM. 


The Boss Says He Will Prosecute Them 
for Perjury If They Make De- 
nial Under Oath. 


Col. Ed Butler made his bluff good yes- 
terday by filing suit in the Circuit Court to 
recover that $1,200 check which the Sedalia 
Board of Trade so fondly hoped would help 
make them votes in St. Louis for capital 
removal in the last election. 

To the surpise of many he made Charles 
P. Higgins, at present chairman of the 
Board of Election Commissioners, and an 
ardent aspirant for the Excise Commission- 
ership, a co-defendant with Hugh J. Brady, 


chairman of the recently investigated and 
somewhat bespattered Democratic City Cen- 
tral Committee. 
Col. Butler does Mr. Higgins the further 
honor to name him first-in his petition, mak- 
ing him more poountans in the case than the 
chairman of the committee. 
The petition was filed by Attorney Tom 
owe. 
This money, it is remembered by wey 
reader of current news, was given to Col. 
Butler by Senator Yeater of dalia, with 
the understand'ng that he was to turn it 
over to Hugh Brady. Col. Butler gave the 
money to Mr. Brady and has a $1,200 check 
= his possession as proof of the transac- 
on. 
While the Investigating Committee was 
meeting behind closed doors Col. Butler ap- 
ared before it and cited all these facts 
is testimony. He alleges that Brady gave 
$600 to Higgins, and the two shoved the 
money down into their own pockets and 
never distributed any of it among the City 
Committeemen. 


he had received $1,200 from Col. Butler but 
that it was in payment for stock in a Se- 
dalia real estate company that was organ- 
ized in connection with the capital removal 
scheme. Brady acknowledged that the 
stock had been given to him for nothing 
by an agent of the Sedalians. 

Senator Yeater, according to the minority 
report of the committee, flatly contradicts 
Mr. Brady and corroborates Col. Butler’s 
testimony. He says that as the stoek in 
the real estate company was being given 
away Col. Butler could have secured all he 
wanted for nothing. 

Col. Butler claims that he has two wit- 
nesses who will swear that Charles P. Hig- 
— told them’ that he had received 
rom Brady, and the Colonel himself will 
swear that Brady told him Higgins was 
given $600 of the Sedalia money. It is also 
stated that Senator Yeater w'll swear that 
he understood Mr. Higgins was to receive 
$600 to distribute, and Brady was to portion 
out the other $600. 

The testimony of these witnesses, togeth- 
er with the $1,200 check, is the material 
which Col. Butler will have as a prop for 
his suit. Col. Butler says that if he recov- 
ers the $1,200 he will return it to the Sedalia 
Board of Trade, which is the institution that 
contributed the fund. 

It will be noticed that in bringing the sult 
Col. Butler places Mr. Higgins’ name first as 
a defendant. 

Friends of Mr. Higgins are much worried 
through fear that the suit will prejudice 
his chances for appointment as Excise Com- 
missioner.

I remember having heard in my travels 
through the West Indies, and, in fact, all 
Spanish America, very funny discussions 
concerning the Monroe doctrine, and while 
in one sense this so-called doctrine is pop- 
ular in Spanish America, there is at the 
same time a sort of prejudice against its 
meaning which makes the people look at it 
with fear and distrust. The popular senti- 
ment of “America for the Americans, 
which does not appear in the message Mr. 
Jam®@: Monroe sent to Congress the 2d of 
December, 1823, which originated the fa- 
mous doctrine.js cautiously taken by many 
people who believe the expression pertains 
to the United States leaving these sections 
out, or, in a-word, forgetting that America 
includes both continents. For this reason 
in the Spanish-American Republics “the 
elder sister’ is not such a sister, but 
“brother Jonathan,” a very serious and 
discreet gentleman, long legged, wearing a 
long-tailed coat and very short pants, a 
guardian who always does as he pleases 
and before all does what suits his own in- 
terest.

In the last Cuban revolution, which broke 
out in Tara (in 1868), some of the principal 
leaders were natives of San Domingo, who, 
in the revolution which ended the Spanish 
rule in their own country, sided with the 
Spanish fighting among the ‘‘Reserves”’ for 
what they deemed right. At the end of the 
war they moved to Cuba, and soon after 
became sympathizers with her people, and 
joined the ranks.

BUT WHEAT HOLDS ITs OWN 
RIGHT WELL. 


MOVEMENTS DURING THE WEEK. 


Corn Is Taking the Place of Wheat in 
Many Communities Because 
It Is Cheaper. 


The volume of business last week was 
light, cash sales being confined to a few 
purchases for milling account, and there 
was only a moderate amount of specula- 
tion. The business was mostly of a scalp- 
ing nature, and by professionals, as there 
was a great scarcity of outside orders. 

Exporters are’only willing to buy when 
wheat is sold at a sacrifice, and then only 


in limited quantities, as the Europeans 
seem to have had their immediate wants 


supplied, and the shipments there at pres- 
ent are largely in excess of their present 


needs. 

The situation appears somewhat weaker 
than it did a week ago, and there is still 
a fair amount of short selling, but the 
bears learned a severe lesson in the last ad- 
vance and are inclined to be conservative 
in their trading, selling only what they ex-- 
pect to be able to replace easily and taking 


no long chances. 

The spread between 8t. ‘Louis and Chicago 
is gradually growing smaller, and it is ex- 
pected to be much less by the first of May 
than a es 

Under aerial conditions we should be 2c 
under Chicago, while we have been running 
from 8c to 10c over. Conditions, however, 
are gradually changing, and by May the 
spread will probably have narrowed down 
to 3c, or less. 

The high prices for wheat have brought 
about a forced economy in the use of it, and 
consumption is at the minimum. The waste 
Was never smaller, and numerous substi- 
tutes are being used. 


The wheat crop of the United States is 
now conceded to have been greatly under- 
estimated, and is placed at 450,000,000 bu. e 
exports of wheat and flour for the year 1896 
were 153,538,271 bu, an yee over the 
previous year of 23,323, 398 

In spite of these cubrmons “ghi ments, the 
stocks at the principal points o accumpla- 
tion show a comparatively small decrease, 
and the amount in farmers’ hands appears 
larger than it did a short time ago. 

The high prices naturally attracted large 
shipments to Europe, and wheat has been 
pouring into those markets at the rate 
which would be equivalent to about 300,000,- 
900 bushels per annum, so it is natural ‘that 
there should be a sharp decline until the 
excess of the recent shipments over the re- 
quirements has been absorbed. 

Advices from Argentine continue to be 
conflicting, but conservative estimates place 
the exportable surplus of wheat of that 
country at between 400,000 and 700,000 tons, 
either cf which is much larger than was 
Sgured on during the recent regime of high 
prices. 

At that time it was expected that the high- 
est prices would be reached before the mid- 
dle cf January, but now it is pretty gener- 
ally conceded that without some very se- 
vere setbacks to the growing crop or other 
unlooked for circumstances arise, there is 
little probability of much higher prices than 
at present; but at the same time the situa- 
tion is not such e3 to warrant any decided 
decline. 

The Argentine crop, which will soon be 
available, will be needed and will probably 
go into strong hands, Dut Russian reserves 
are still large and large ~e ents from 
that country may be oo any as long as 
prices continue to be satisfactory 

The condition of the ponte a crop, both 
in this country and Europe, continues to

CARE OF THE HANDS. 


The Many Methods by Which Softness 
May Be Retained. 


There is small excuse for a coarse hand 
upon a woman in these days, for there are 
many methods by which its softness may be 


preserved and its color retained. Gloves are 
now being made expressly for the use of 
the housekeeper who is compelled by neces- 
sity to do more or less work. They are 
big, loose, red rubber gauntiets, that are 
for slipping on when tender fingers must go 
in hot water. There are white rubber ones 
too for use when kneading dough; big 
chamois skin ones for wear on days when 
the family silver must be polished or the 
brass and irons touche@ up. The outside 
surface of these last acts ag a polishing 
cloth on all metals, and when the chores 
are thus effectually handled with gloves 
and more or less completed for the day, let 
the finger nails be brushed in tepid soap 
and water and manicured. 

Nails that are tough, lusterless, dotted 
with white bruises, surrounded with hang- 
nails, or are plainly brittle and ragged, like 
weak, discolored teeth,etell a simple story 
of neglect. One dollar and a half will pur- 
chase all the manicure tools and supplies 
necessary, and these will easily last three 
years, and so no great expense is in- 
volved. The estimate includes a cleaner 
and file in one, a pair of small curved 
scissors, a large wood-backed polisher, a 
box of nail paste and one of powder. After 
nails have been brushed.in tepid suds and 
dried use an orangewood toothpick to gent- 
ly push back the skin about the sides and 
bottom. With the scissors clip close off all 
the hangnails, and then cut every nail to 
the shape you wish, beveling the cut edges 
with the file. Rub ever so little paste on 
every nail, dust a pinch of powder on the 
polisher and then polish with an even 
stroke a few times. Don’t let either paste 
or powder work into the skin around the 
nails and don’t manicure two mornings and 
neglect the hands four. Don’t try to have 
long nails or glittering ones.

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A Small Terror Which Prilis Through 
the Shell and Kills the Inmate. 


The oysters worst enemy, and one with 
which it has been found impossible to suc-

the hardest oyster shell. When the “drill” 
has singled out a victim he fastens to it like 
grim death and begins operations, By an 
unerring instinct that ts fatal to the victim 
the “drill” always points its weapon at the 
exact spot where the sharp implement will 
bore direct to the heart of the oyster. No

At a recens meeting of the members of 
the Anthropological Institute, in London, 
Lieutenant B. T.. Somerville read a paper 
upon personal observations made by him 
during a lengthy stay in the island while 
on surveying duty on H, M. 8., Penguin. 
Lieutenant Somerville expressed his. be- 
lief in the existence of a rare type of ani- 
mal in the dense jungles which cover the 
interior of the Solomon Islands, - This ani- 
mal, which is regarded with superstitious 
fear by the natives, would seem to resem- 
ble an anthropoid ape. Should this prove 
to be the case, another explanation of 
the peculiar prognathous character of the 
carved figures produced by the Solomon 
islanders would be provided. 

Lieutenant Somerville is convinced that 
this animal is mot the mere product of a 
traveler’s ‘tale, but that it really exists. 
In support of this contention he quotes 
five independent nate accounts, and was 
also able tb adduce the testimony of Lieu- 
tenant Weigall, a ther officer, who 
himself caught a glimp&@e—of an unknown 
hairy animal on a branch ad the edge of 
the jungle, but “was unable to approach it 
before it took fright. Owlng to the con- 
stant rains, the jungle in the Solomon 
Islands is exceptionally dense, and there 
ere herdiy any tracks in the inverior. 
These conditions would distinctly favor the 
survival of an animal of the supposed kind 
if it once reached ‘the island.

Frederick Upham Adams, who was Chief 
of the Democratic Literary and Press Bu- 
reau during the recent campaign, has writ- 
ten a little book entitled “President John 
Smith, which deals in a novel way with po- 


litical questions, gees a political cam- 
paigh supposed to take place in 1900, when 
an American named John Smith, a man of 
+splendid courage and advanced ideas, wins 
the Presidency, guiding the people out of 
the jaws of a revolution, and enabling the 
country to adopt a number of great reforms. 
One of the planks of the platform on which 
President Smith runs reads as follows: 

“The fight of a citizen of the United

THE GREEN TREE £1 »URISHED 
WHEN GRAND AVENUE WAS 
A WILDERNESS: 


If the walls of the old Green Tree Hotel, 
308 South Second street, could talk, they 
could tell same thrilling tales of the early 
days in St. Louis. 

It was a flourishing institution long be- 
fore the old Planters’ Hotel was ever 
thought of, and is still in existence and do- 
ing business at the same stand. 

When the Grand avenue ridge was a wil- 
derness, about which little was agpedhteciyn 
Green Tree Tavern, as it was calle n 
those days, was famous alike for its fare 
and its hospitality. 

Warren Ayres "was the proprietor, and 
under his management the place gained a 
wide reputation. He was a politician, a 
above all a boniface, and his name an 
the fame of the Green Tree Tavern — 
synonymous throughout the’ surroun ing 
States. 

There seems to be no record of the time 
the original house was built, but it — 
some time between 1817 and 1830, for “ ¢ ° 
first date there were only fifteen ys 
houses in ‘the city—and the hotel was ov 
one of them—and at the latter date it ha 
already established a reputation. — pase 

The Green Tree Tavern in the early day 
was the resort of the farmers and drovers 
for miles around, They came from ow or 
and ‘Missouri to dispose of their produce 
and cattle and to lay in supplies for nome 
use. Everybody had money, and whee = 
farmers came to town they did not hesi — 
to part with a share of it. AS a rea 
business was good and the town people 
could afford to be hospitable. 4 

The surrounding country in those a 
was wild, and travelers met with many ada- 
ventures. These were recounted in the lob- 
by of the old tavern, but there was no his-

The city still retained its French aspect 
at that time, and all the pleasing customs 
of the French people were in vogue. Bon-

e joining the hotel was an immense wag- 
on Yard for the accommodation of the far- 
s and drovers, and in the rear was 4 
roomy barn. “‘Accommodation for man and 
beast” was the rule in the good old days. 

The hotel was destroyed by the great fire 
of 1819, which consumed about $3,000,000 
worth of property between Second street and 
the river, but has since been rebuilt, and 
has been doing business ever since. The 
big brick barn, with the queer looking hay 
loft, which was erected nearly fifty years 
ago, still affords shelter for the animals be- 
longing to patrons from the country. 

George Zimmer took charge of.the place 
about 1863 and conducted it for twenty 
years. In 1874 he had the building remodeled 
and it is now four stories in height, with 
an iron front. After Mr. Zimmer had ac- 
cumulated enough money to build a few 
acres of flats he sold out the place, and dur- 
ing the past fourteen years it has changed 
hands several times. 

Fred Neidt made so much out of the place 
that he had to go to Europe to spend it, 
and then, in the fall of 1893, the house came 
under the management of Dietz & Hasse- 
mer. It is still the favorite resort of far- 
mers from Calhoun County and Highland, 
Ill., Ste. Genevieve, Mo., and other places 
where the Green Tree Tavern was the only 
hotel known .of half a century ago. 

For many years it was the favorite eating 
place of the down-town police, and many.a 
sergeant who is now no more took this meals
